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Former high school property sold 


Town buys land for multi-family housing

Chinook’s Edge School Division has 
announced the saleof a 3.5 acre plot of 
land that housed the former Didsbury 
High School. 

The Town of Didsbury purchased the 
land for $800,000,and has plans to use the 
property to establish a town centre proj¬ 
ect and multi-family housing. 

“When disposing of a school, it is com¬ 
mon to approach a public entity such as 
a municipality to determine if they have 
use for the land," Chinook’s Edge Board 
Chair, Doug Wagstaff says. “This is a pos¬ 
itive agreement for both of us and for the 
people we serve. 


It is a sign of the cooperative relation¬ 
ship that is growing between Chinook’s 
Edge and the Town of Didsbury, and it is 
a constructive example of our shared 
commitment to residents in the Didsbury 
area. 

“Our relationship with our municipali¬ 
ties is important to the Chinook’s Edge 
Board. We are happy to work with the 
towns and counties in our division to 
build our communities together. The 
Town of Didsbury and Chinook’s Edge 
serve that same constituency - and this 
agreement will serve the community 
well. We are excited about the possibili¬ 
ties this renewed working relationship is 
creating in addressing other community 
issues that are of mutual concern." 


Didsbury Mayor Brian Wittal says the 
town has been considering potential for 
the property for a while. 

“Since I was on council and the 
announcement of the new high school, 
and then it being built, we have always 
had some ideas.. .council itself has talked 
about some of the things we would like 
to see on that property,” said Wittal. “It 
became evident, having what we would 
like to see happen is pretty tough to do 
unless we own that property.” 

Wittal says council feels the land pur¬ 
chase provides a positive opportunity. 

“We felt it was a very key piece of prop¬ 
erty, as far as it being the last big chunk 
of property within the central downtown 
area of Didsbury where we could hope¬ 


fully do some kind of unique develop¬ 
ment there - in oppose to it being R1 res¬ 
idential, if someone else bought t he prop¬ 
erty.” 

Wittal says definite plans on a park¬ 
like project and multi-family housing 
have not yet begun. 

Once plans have been established, the 
town will look for a developer that it 
feels can complete their \ision. 

“We have some (developers) that we 
have talked to about different concepts, 
but no commitments to anyone. It's been 
more about throwing out ideas and what 
the potential is.” 

Demolition of the former Didsbury 
High School took place in February of 
this year.

Speed limit changes considered

Didsbury Town Council discussed the 
possibility of a speed limit change on 
20th Ave, during its meeting last week. 

Council requested town Peace Officer, 
Derek Sutherland complete a report 
based on concerns over unsafe traffic 
conditions in front of the post office on 
20th Ave, between 20th and 21st streets. 

“There have been too many close 
calls," said Didsbury Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“Because of the congestion and it being 


a high traffic area there and people walk¬ 
ing back and forth across the street, we 
have issues and concerns, that vehicles 
are travelling too fast.” 

Wittal believes reducing the speed limit 
would be helpful in making the area 
safer. 

“I think that would hopefully help. It 
may take a little bit of time for people to 
understand it, and notice it and get used 
to it.” 

In his report, Sutherland notes chal¬ 
lenges connected with a speed limit 
change, suggesting that the town leave

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the speed limit at 50 km/h and instead 
implement other traffic control meas¬ 
ures. 

“The speed limit can be changed, how¬ 
ever, it is tough to get people to recog¬ 
nize it as legitimate. It is even tougher to 
get the courts to recognize it as legiti¬ 
mate. Whenever you reduce the speed 
limits below 50km/h in an urban area for 
a non-provincially mandated reason such 
as school ami playgrounds the courts 
have a difficult time with them," he says. 

“This makes them particularly difficult 
to enforce." 

Sutherland also commented on other 
council suggestions, which include a 
crosswalk by the post office and a 15 
minute parking zone in front of the post 
office, and a stop sign placed at the post 
office and Spectrum Design. 

“Drivers are required by provincial leg¬ 
islation to stop when coming out of an 
alley before entering onto a sidewalk, 
then again before entering the roadways. 
The reason that there are not usually 


stop signs is because drivers are expect¬ 
ed to know the legislation and they are 
expected to use caution,” said 
Sutherland in his report. 

“The other reason is that alleys are typ¬ 
ically narrower than most roadways as is 
the case in this situation and in commer¬ 
cial districts such as delivery trucks 
often use the alleys to service the various 
businesses. I am not against the signs 
being put up but 1 think they may get 
damaged by the trucks turning in and 
may present a hazard and possibly liabil¬ 
ity if not installed correctly." 

Also included in the suggestions, was a 
yellow no parking zone on the south side 
of 20th Ave, east of 21 Street, and re-eval¬ 
uating the three-way stop on 21 Ave and 
21 Street. 

Council decided to not change the 
speed limit and have asked Sutherland to 
bring his recommendation for a cross¬ 
walk and changes in the parking configu¬ 
ration during its next council meeting 
May 13.

The Town of Didsbury 
has announced the pur¬ 
chase and arrival of a new 
fire truck, which will be 
used by the Didsbury Fire 
Department to service the 
municipality and assist in 
the surrounding area. 

According to the town, 
the Rosenbauer Top Mount 


Enclosed Pumper was pur¬ 
chased for $299,976 from 
Rocky Mountain Phoenx in 
Red Deer. 

One of the truck's fea¬ 
tures is a 5500 LPM 
Rosenbauer dual pressure 
pump and roll pump with 
in-cab controls. 

Didsbury Fire Chief, Rick 
Mousseau says this feature 
in particular, will be useful 
when fighting grass fires. 


“You put it in gear, turn 
the water on, and start driv¬ 
ing - you put the fire out as 
you’re moving." 

Other features include a 
000 imperial gallon poly 
booster tank - 30 gallon 
integral foam tank, a 
FoamPro Power Fill sys¬ 
tem, front remote control 
monitor, front bumper 
crosslay, booster reel, rear 
chevron safety striping, 


adjustable shelves, tool 
board, high pressure foam 
nozzle, SCBA seating for 
four inside enclosure, LED 
emergency lighting, and a 
traffic advisor. 

“It’s a key piece of equip¬ 
ment that we need for safe¬ 
ty in the region," said 
Didsbury Mayor Brian 
Wittal, adding that the town 
placed an order for (he 
truck two years ago.

Schultz honoured by SAC A recently 


Garry Sherman gave the follow¬ 
ing speech about Didsbu ry's 
Carson Schultz during the 
S.A.C.A. Awards and Hanquet 
Xight in Calgary, Saturday, 
April 19. 

“Good evening ladies and gentle¬ 
men. I'm Garry Sherman, and it's 
my privilege to present an award 
for Curling Promotion. 

The recipient is one of those rare 
people who is the first to volunteer 
for whatever needs to be done 
around the curling club, from phys¬ 
ical improvements to the facility, to 
fundraising, to recruiting members 
and sponsors. He has organized 
innumerable very successful bon- 
spieLs and leagues of every type. He 
has served on the curling club 
board of directors for longer than I 
know. 

But the most significant thing he's 
done for curling, in my opinion, 
began almost ten years ago. 

He has a friend and curling enthu¬ 
siast who developed a medical 
problem, and couldn't continue. 
Carson got the idea that there 
should be a way his frietxl could 
continue to curl, and that was the 
beginning of what has become the 
game of Stick Curling. 

Let me remind you that stick curl¬ 


ing is much more than using a stick 
to deliver a rock - it's a distinct 
game with several advantages, not 
only for those with some physical 
disability, but for everyone of all 
ages and both genders. The game 
has two-person teams with some 
similarities to the game of mixed 
doubles, which held their first 
international championship this 
past season in Finland, but with a 
few additional improvements. 

Any way...since the beginning, 
Carson has spend hundreds - actu¬ 
ally I'm sure, thousands of hours 
developing and promoting the 
game. If you need help improving 
your game, or want to get started, 
just drop a hint when Carson is 
around, and he'll be out on the ice 
with you. I've watched him out on 
the ice with his grandchildren, and 
recently watched as his four-year 
old granddaughter, using a stick, 
was able to deliver regular, adult 
rocks the full length of the 
sheet , and with amazing accuracy. 
She was just beaming the whole 
time. 

Every now and then I hear that 
Carson has had a bad night - could¬ 
n't sleep - and I meet that with 
mixed emotions. 1 know it's great 
because he's had yet another idea 


on how to improve and promote the 
game, but I also know it probably 
means several hours on the com¬ 
puter for me. You see - he pretends 
he can't use the computer ...but 
tht's just his way of getting others 
involved, because when he wants, 
he can find all sorts of information 
on the web. 

But back to a few specifics.... 

Carson has led a small group 
which has set up, refined, and pub¬ 
lished the rules of stick curling on a 
website (along with other informa¬ 
tion about the game). He has pro¬ 
moted the game to the point where 
now there are regular leagues of 
stick curling in many clubs, espe¬ 
cially in Alberta, but also across 
Canada. There are now provincial 
championships in six provinces, 
and that's growing. The fourth 
Canadian Championship was 
recently held in Winnipeg, still 
under Carson's guidance and 
advice. 

So, I'd like to say thank you to 
Carson on behalf of the hundreds of 
us who wouldn't be curling at all if 
it weren't for the game of Stick 
Curling. 

And on behalf of SACA I'd like to 
present this award for Curling 
Promotion to Carson Schultz.

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Anatomy of a DUI: 
a ride along with the police

Didsbury Review 


It’s Friday night, prime 
time for mischief and trou¬ 
blemakers in Didsbury, 
Tarsi airs and Olds. 

Cst. Robert Newton 
pulls up in front of a bar in 
Olds, peering at patrons 
looking for a night to let 
loose the week’s frustra¬ 
tions. 

The police car rolls to a 
stop as smokers, huddling 
together on the porch for 
warmth, direct their atten¬ 
tion to a shadowing figure 
looking out at them with 
critical eyes. 

One of the patrons 
waves, Newton waves 
back and pulls out of the 
parking lot. Nothing out of 
the ordinary here, but the 
night has only begun. 

No matter the sub-zero 
temperatures, mounds of 
wet snow on the highways 
and the biting chill of last 
Friday’s crippling winter 
wallop, members of the 
Didsbury RCMP are on the 
hunt for intoxicated driv¬ 
ers. 

On a regular week, the 
Didsbury RCMP will arrest 
about 10 people for sus¬ 
pected drunk driving. It’s a 
discouraging figure for 
anyone who drives during 
the night, but a haunting 
reality that most don't con¬ 
sider when they gear up 
for a night on the town. 

Newton says it’s nothing 
new for him; he’s seen it 
all including coming 
across a flat of beer in the 
cab of a semi-truck. The 
heavily intoxicated truck 
driver had been sipping a 
few brewskies while navi¬ 
gating the road. 

Needless to say, you'd be 
better off asking him what 
he hasn’t seen. 

It's 10:10 p.m., Newton 
loads up a 12-gauge shot¬ 
gun, checks the ammuni¬ 
tion of his pistol, throws 
on a vest, rummages 
through the back seat of 
his cruiser for disposed 
evidence, and then hits the 
road. 

As he moves through the 1 
vacant streets of Didsbury 
he examines houses, pass¬ 
ing vehicles, pedestrians 
suspicious activity, and 
even open garage doors. 

“Sometimes we’ll even 
sneak up and close some¬ 
body’s garage door for 
them," he says. Apparently 
some people can be a tad 
forgetful sometimes. 
“They have no idea it even 
happened.” 

10:21 p.m. 

The cruiser takes a sud¬ 
den change of direction 
after Newton notices fel¬ 
low officer (’st. Derek 


I^ascelles has a suspected 
intoxicated driver in cuffs. 

Blue and red lights flick¬ 
er off of surrounding hous¬ 
es as curious onlookers 
peer out their kitchen win¬ 
dows at the scene. 

A white truck with lights 
still beaming sits vacant 
on a driveway as the driver 
is moved into the back of a 
cruiser. The driver pulled 
the vehicle into the drive¬ 
way hoping to evade 
arrest, but because he was 
driving when the officer 
noticed him he is not 
immune to arrest. Later it’s 
discovered the house he 
pulled up to wasn’t even 
his; a common practice of 
drivers looking to avoid 
arrest. 

10:30 p.m. - Didsbury 
RCMP Detachment 

Newton returns to the 
station to administer a 
Breathalyzer test. Each 
detachment requires a 
qualified technician to 
administer the test; 
Newton is that technician. 

Upon arrival at the sta¬ 
tion the suspected drunk 
driver is asked to relin¬ 
quish his ID and any items 
from his pockets. He is 
then escorted to a sound¬ 


proof cell where he is pro¬ 
vided legal aid. 

Lascelles is required to 
stand outside the cell and 
peer through the window 
to keep a vigilant eye on 
the suspect as he reaches 
a contact. 

The padded walls of the 
cell are required to protect 
a suspect’s right to a 
lawyer, meaning RCMP 
officers cannot listen to 
anything said between the 
suspect and his layer. 

Suspects are given as 
much time as needed to 
contact a lawyer. 

“We basically want him 
to get a lawyer,” says 
Newton. 

Suspects are then given 
two options: take the test, 
or reject it and be charged 
with refusal. 

After 30 minutes, both 
members are still waiting 
patiently for the individual 
to contact legal aid - but 
there’s a problem. 

“He's trying to dial with 
the receiver," says 
Lascelles. 

As it turns out there is 
no dial pad on the receiv¬ 
er. 

The arresting officer is 
required to stand by the 


cell and take notes of 
everything that takes place 
in the cell, and any interac¬ 
tion with the suspect. 

“Notebooks are our 
most important tool," says 
Newton, who adds that 
notebooks have docu¬ 
mented his and every 
other member’s entire 
career, including his first 
■ hift on the job. 

By the time this ordeal 
is over, he will have 
recorded over 20 pages of 
notes. 

After another 30 minutes 
the suspect is yet to con¬ 
tact a lawyer, and is not 
able to dial the phone 
without assistance. 

12:00 a m. 

After an hour and a half 
of trying to reach counsel 
the suspect agrees to an 
Intoxilyzer. 

Newton hunches over 
the large machine and 
types in the suspect’s 
information and preps the 
machine. He turns off his 
radio and removes his cell¬ 
phone to ensure there is 
no radio interference with 
the machine. 

Anyone brought in for a 
test is told to make a tight 
seal around the mouth¬ 


piece and blow as hard as 
they can for approximate¬ 
ly three seconds. 

The wobbling suspect is 
escorted in, his face red, 
eyes bloodshot. The room 
quickly fills with the 
unmistakable scent of lady 
liquor. 

Newton gives the man 
instructions. The man 
hunches over and grasps 
the mouthpiece. 

“OK, blow, blow, blow. 
Harder, blow blow," 
Newton says. 

But the suspect seems to 
be struggling with the 
device. The whistling of 
air can be heard as the sus¬ 
pect half-heartedly blows 
into the device. 

Newton tells the man he 
isn’t blowing, but the man 
disagrees. 

Another attempt is 
made, but this time not a 
sound is heard, and the 
machine isn’t making a 
sound. 

“You aren’t blowing," 
says Newton. 

The man alleges he is 
blow ing, but it’s too hard. 

“Look, you're blowing all 
over my fingers," says 
Newton, adding that a per¬ 
son with one lung could 


successfully give a sample 
without a problem. 

Another attempt is made 
but to no avail. The man 
continues to tell the offi¬ 
cers he’s trying. 

One final attempt is 
made, but with no success. 
Newton tells the man he 
will be charged with 
refusal to give a sample. 

“But I was blowing,” 
says the man. 

Following the suspect’s 
removal this reporter was 
given the opportunity to 
test the machine. 

With minimal effort, I 
can attest the machine 
was working properly. 

According to Newton, 
the highest someone has 
blown is 390. 

In all, it took over two 
hours for police to bring 
the suspect in and provide 
an Intoxilyzer sample. 

Although it’s comforting 
to know one dangerous 
driver was taken off the 
road, at the same time it's 
disconcerting to realize 
how many weren’t caught 
that night as the two mem¬ 
bers were required to play 
the waiting game in the 
station for two hours.
